| on Fact. 

Patients at the County nn who 
must undergo surgical operations receive as 
good care and, scientifically, much better 
consideration than if they were each worth

to abuses and unnecessary pain at the clinics 
at the County Hospital. Dr. Murphy has 
had almost twénty years’ experience with 
the County Hospital and he, with other phy- 


gicians, will ask the privilege of appearing 


before the special committee of thirteen now 
investigating the alleged ill-treatment of pa- 
tients and general mismanagement of the 
institution.- | 

J greatly regret that these additional 
charges as to the conduct of the clinics have 
been made,“ said Dr. Murphy. The treat- 
ment of patients in the clinics at the Cock 
County Hospital has always been of the 
highest grade. The man or woman who is 
operated on in a clinic receives every care 
possible. Much greater care must be taken 
by the surgeon conducting the operation, for 
his every step is watched, and he is subject 
to the criticism of a hundred people. There 
are many poor people who desire the care 
and the service of the County Hospital whose 
confidence will be shaken by these reports.“ 

„ As much care is taken of pattents oper- 
ated on at the clinics as if they were at their 
own homes or in a private hospital,” said 
Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals. The report which 
makes charges to the contrary is marked by 
false statements throughout. The. charges 
that groans and cries can be heard is not bo- 
cause the patient is not under an anesthetic, 
No matter how privately an operation may 
be canducted, the patient is likely to groan 
while he is unconscious.

In a small garden there is not often anything in the shape of a greenhouse. I con- 
sider a cold frame essential to any one who can afford it. Such a thing can be bought 
from the manufacturer’s ready-made at a fairly low price. Two of the most useful of 
vegetables are cucumber and marrow. Both these, if started in the frame, will do well 
later on planted out where they can grow on the ground, or against a fence or trellis, 
The long green is probably the most useful variety of marrow, and in cucumbers small 
growers will do well to confine themselvesto the ridge sort, and leave the telegraph 

alone. The cucumber-grower who is near a nursery gardener’s can, of course, buy 


young plants, and put them out in June. 


Even looking at matters not from an ornamen 
well to fill one’s whole garden with vegetables. A few flowers are a necessity in the 
house, and if they are not grown in the garden, money will probably be spent on buying 
them in the street. For another thing, there is always room in odd corners for flowers, 
where vegetables could not be grown satisfactorily. ; 

Hardy annuals—such as sweetpeas, nemophila, candytuft, 
coreopsis, and the like—can be sown in small patches. Mignonette, too, lasts long in 
water, and fills the house with fragrance. A good many gardeners are unaware. that 
mignonette may be made into a tree. A single plant sown in April should be permitted 
to grow all the summer. In the autumn the lower shoots should be removed, and the 
plant shaped into a tree. Before frost this must be removed intp a large pot, and kept 
under cover. All flowers must be removed during the winter. By the following spring 
the tender stalk will be found to have become hard, like wood. Treat the plant in 
similar fashion the second summer, and by the third year it will have bark on its trunk.
